FLORIDA. 

The governor ot florida (Stearnes) 
who isa candidate for re-election on 
the republican ticket, has become sut- 
isfied that the board will show a demo- 
cratic majority for Tilden and Drew. 
and our dispatches in Sunday’s paper 
informs us he proposes to take hold of 
the canvassing himself, and make out 
such results as he wanted. It will be 
seen by our special from Tallahassee 
that the democrats have petitioned the 
ju‘ige of the state circuit court fur an 
injunction restraining the governor 
from taking the proposed power. This 
step, no doubt, was not taken without 
knowing that the judge would make a 
fair and proper decision in the prem- 
ises. We will-know to-morrow the re- 
sult of this appeal to Judge White. II 
he restrains the governor it will be but 
short work for the state board to can- 
vass the vote and announce the result.

We regret to say that the present 
ansettled condition of political matters 
is having a depressing effect on busi- 
ness everywhere.

Hollinshead, radical, of Ab- 
beville, there is no quorum, and 
the first duty will be to acquire a 
quorum ‘by seating Senator Max- 
well, democrat,-of Abbeville. The 
new senators-elect will then come for- 
ward and be qualified. Thebody will 
then consist of 19 republicans and 15 
demosrats, and will be ready “to hear 
and determine the facts” of the gov- 
ernor’s eiection. A dispatch states that 
efforts are being made which may re- 
sult in the senate standing 17 republi- 
cans and 16 democrats. One of the 
white republican senators, a native and 
a man of means, is said to favor Gen. 
Hampton’s election, and there are sev- 
eral exemplary colored senators who 
will, it is believed, vote in a similar 
way. 

In the house the clerk of the late 
house calls the roll compiled from the 
office of the secretary of state, to whom 
the county returns should have been 
forwarded according to law. Those 
answering to their names constitute 
the temporary organization, and a tem- 
porary speaker is elected. The con- 
tested seats are placed in charge of a 
committee on credentials, and -the 
house, without necessarily waiting un- 
til the contests are decided, is ready 
“to hear and determine the facts” of the 
governor's election. This body con- 
ta ins, according to the best authorities, 
64 democrats and 60 republicans. 

After reviewing the law and the 
precedents, the Charleston News and 
Courier arrives at the conclusion that 
Governor-elect Hampton is entitled to 
be installed between Monday, the 27th 
of November, and Saturdav, the 
2d of December next. This con- 
clusion is chiefly based upon 
the fact that it is the duty of the 
speaker of the house, in the presence 
of both houses, during the first week 
of the session of the general assembly, 
or as soon as the general assembly 
shall have organized by the election of 
the presiding officer of the two houses, 
to open and publish the returns ot the 
election as sealed up by the managers 
of election in their respective counties, 
and transmitted to the secretary of 
state, and by him delivered to the 
speaker of the house. 


FLORIDA'S ELECTION LAWS. 

The provisions of the election laws of 
this sparely-settled state have sudden- 
ly become very interesting. The coun- 
try’s fate seems to depend upon them. 
Let us glance at the sections that more 
particularly concern us. 

The result of the election in each poll- 
ing district is certified by the inspec- 
tors in duplicate, one certificate going 
to the county judge, the other to the 
circuit court clerk. On or before the 
sixth day after the election, which for 
this election was the 13th of November 
the returns for the entire county 
are canvassed by the county 
judge, the circuit court clerk, aud a jus- 
tice of the peace for the county. The re- 
sulcis recorded, and ene copy is forward- 
ed to the governor of the state, and an- 
other to the secretary of the state. 

The lawyers disagree asto how the 
returns for electors are to be consoli- 
dated. Section 4 of the amendatory 


act of 1872 reads as follows: 

On the thirty-fifth day after the Rolding of 
any general or special election for any state 
officer, member of the legislature, or represen- 
tative in congress, or soouer if the returns shai 
have been received from the several counties 
wherein elections shall have been heid, the sec 
retary of s‘ate, attorney general aud the con 
troller of public accouuts or any two of them, 
tugether with any other member oi the cabinet 
why may be cesignated b, them, shall meet at 
the effice oi the secretary of state, pu'ru:nt to 
notice to be given by the secreiary of ste, ana 
form a board of stave Cc: nvagsers, and pr 
canvass the returns of said election, an i deter- 
mine ard declare who shall have been elected to 
any su h office or a such m: mber, 66 shown by 
such returns. if apy such returns shall be 
shown or shall appear tobe so irregular, false 
or fraudulent that the buard shail be unabie to 
deterinine tne true vote forany such officer or 
member, they shai) so certify. at d shall not in- 
cinde such returns in their determiuation aud 
deckiratiou, and the secretary of state shall pre- 
serve end filein his office ali such returas, t 
gether with such otuer documents and ps pers as 
may have been received by him or 
buard of Canvaseers. 


It will be observed that the section 
just quoted does not refer in any man- 
ner to the canvassing of the returns for 
electors. It also differs from section 28 
of the law of 1868 in providing for an 
additional member of the board, and in 
fixing the latest time of meeting two 
weeks later than the latest time fixed 
by the act of 1868. If the returas for 
elector are to be canvassed under sec- 
tion 28 (1878) as the law seems to pro- 
vide, the board can only declare the re- 
sults as certified to by the county 
judges and clerks of the circuit courts. 
Under section 4 (1872) they have the 
power to revise the returns for state 
officers, members of the legislature and 
congress. The time for meeting this 
year, under section 28, would be No- 
vember 28, and under section 4, (1872,) 
December 12. The latter date would 
be just six days too late for the fair. 
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CASTLES INTHE AIR IN ILLINOIS.

The official vote of Ohio shows that 
Hayes received 330,698; Tilden 323,182; 
Peter Cooper, 3,057; Green Clay Smith, 
1,636; and James B. Walker (anti-Ma- 
sonic candidate), 76. Out of 658,649 
votes cast in his own state, Hayes got a 
majority of only 2,747—a plurality of 
7,516.

LIAB'LITY OF MILITARY COMPANIFS. 


City Attorney W. T. Newman submitted 
following report: 

The question has been submitted to me as to 
the liability of the officersand members of the 
military companies of the city for street duty 
orstreet tax. By seetion 68 of the city cuarter, 
all persons liable to perform road duty by the 
laws of the state are lia- 
ble and subject to work the 
streets ot the city or to pay a tax which the 
Mayor and General Council are authorized to 
levy in lieu thereof By the law of the state all 
male inhabitants of the state between the eges 
of 16 and 50 years are subject to road duty, ex- 
cept ‘‘ordained ministers of the Gospel and those 
who have lost one arm or leg. There are cer- 
tain sectiors of our State Code under which it is 
claimed all the officers and members of the va- 
rious military organizations of the State are ex- 
empt from road duty, but I consider all of these 
repealed by the law above, which the city passed 
in 1872. My opinion therefore, is that the mem- 
bers of the military companies of the city with 
in the legal age, and who do not come within 
the exemption mentioned in the act of 1872, 
are subject to street tax or street duty. Adopted. 

MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS.

“Amicably Adjusted ” 


We are pleased to chronicle the faet 
that the difficulty between the engineers of the 
Georgia railroad and its officers have been 
amicably adjusted, and thaton yesterday the 
majority of the engineers went to work. The 
engineers are skilled men and honorable men, 
and it was a source of regret that any difficulty 
should exist between them and the officers of 
the road. 

The Augusta Chronicle of Sunday gays: 

Up to yesterday morning the Georgia Railroad 
authorities. had secured the services of about 
twenty engineers not members of the Brother 
hood of Locomotive Engin ers. These were 
2 to work at once, aad during the day three 
reight trains were sent out from Augusta and 
three from Atlonta. The passenger trains left 
doth places on schedule time. At dark last even 
ing the strike came to a conclusion by an agree 
ment between the engineers and Col. 8. K. 
Johnson, suverintendent. 

Lest Friday morning Hon. Robert H May 
went to see Col. Johnson and told him that he 
was anxious to make peace between the striking 
engineers and the officers of the road. He 
thought some method could be adopted by 
which the existing difficulties couid be satis- 
factorily adjusted. This interview led to 
further conference between a committee of the 
strikers and Col. Johnson. The matter was 
also placed before the resident board of direct- 
ora and Piesident King. Finally, through the 
efforts of Mr. May, a settlement was effected, 
and the strike was endeg. Yesterday evening 
about 6 o’clock a final interview took place 
between the committee of the engineers and 
Col. Johnson, at the superintendent's office. 
Mr, May Was present by the request of both 
parties. Col. Johnson submitted the folowing 
final terms of settlement: 

1. All new engageme. ts to be held sacred and 
faithfully fulfilled. 

2. Aay further services needed may be filled 
from the former employees, but on condition 
that when selected and taken into service they 
must comply with the rules of the company and 
engage in no more strikes prejudicial to the 
company’s interests, 

In filling the deficiency the oldest employees 


ferred. 

Those terms were accepted by the engineers, 
and thus the strike ended. Those who are re- 
employed by the company receive three dollars 
andahalf per dav. ——
